King Constantine 
tioning Devotion Upon Soldiers. 
LONDON, Sept. 21.—The ceremony 

incident to the taking of the oath 
of allegiance by new recruits, held 
in Athens yesterday, was attended 
by King Constantine and the royal 
family, says a Reuter dispatch from 
the Greek capital under date of Sept. 
20. The King, in a speech, says the 
Gispatch, recommended blind devo- 
tion by the men to their superior 
officers and their sovereign, addinz 
that when every soldier acted on his 
own initiative with regard to his 
country’s requirements, ‘‘woe betide 
the country” possessing such an 
army. 

“You will have many things told 
you in order to mislead you,” King 
Constantine is quoted as continuing. 
“Believe nothing. Those who tell 
them will sell patriotism like retail- 
ers. They seek to commit crimes 
under the cloak of patriotism.” 

Reuter’s says it learns that the 
Greek note to Germany is a firm 
Cemand that the Greek troops be 
brought to the Swiss frontier so 
that they may be conducted to 
Greece. The Greek Government 
guarantees they will not be forced 
to serve with any enemy of Ger- 
many, and at the same time dis- 
avows entirely the action of Gen. 
Hadjopoulos who, it is claimed, dis- 
regarded orders to transport his 
troops to another Greek port. 

The official text of the dispatches 
exchanged between the commander 
of the Greek Fourth Army Corps at 
Kavala, Gen. Hadjopoulos, and the 
Minister of War, through the Admi- 
ral of the British fleet, demon- 
strates, according to the Greeks, that 
the Greek Government made every 
effort to extricate the Greek army 
from Kavala. On Sept. 11, Gen. Had- 
jopoulos telegraphed: 

“The Fourth Greek Army Corps at 
Kavala wishes to surrender immedi- 
ately to the British. The Bulgarians 
have threatened to bombard the city 
tomorrow.” 

The British Admiral thereupon 
sent the following telegram: “Do 
you wish me to permit the Greek 
troops to embark on Greek ships?” 

In response, Gen. Callaris, the 
Minister of War, sent this message: 

“To the Fourth Army Corps at 
Kavala: Transport yourselves im- 
mediately with all your forces, and, 
if possible, all supplies to Volo, ar- 
ranging therefor with the British 
Admiral. Embark preferably on 
Greek ships, but if there is none, on 
the ships of any other nationality. 
The civil authorities and police must 
remain at Kavala.” 

The Greeks are using these tele- 
grams as a basis for the contention 
that Gen. Hadjopoulos did not wish 
te surrender to the Bulgars and that 
therefore he and all his forces arw 
now being kept as prisoners, instead 
of being treated eas neutrals.

DRYS WILL SUE 


TOFORGE A VOTE 
ON PROMIBITION 


Secretary of State’s Action in 
Barring Amendment From 
Ballot to Be Tested, 


REASONS FOR DECISION 


Roach Declares Amendment 
Would Interfere With Interstate 
Commerce and Be Invalid. 


Leaders of the prohibition movement 
in Missouri today began preparations tuo 
bring a suit fin the Supreme Court with- 
in two or three days in an effort to co:n- 
pel Secretary of State Roach to place 
on the ballot at the November election 
the prohibition amendment to the Con- 
stitution. The Secretary of State an- 


nounced last night in Jefferson City 
that he would refuse to submit the 
amendment to the voters unless com- 
pelled to do so by the Court. : 

Charles E. Stokes of Clinton, one of 
the leaders in circulating initiative pe- 
titions for the amendment, said to the 
Post-Dispatch over the long-distance 
telephone that H. P. Faris of Clinton, a 
member of and treasurer of the Pro- 
hibition National Committee, would 
leave Clinton at noon for Kansas City 
to attend a meeting of prohibition work- 
ers and attorneys, at which the neces- 
Sary court action will be determinea. 

Reasons for Decision. 

Secretary Roach, in a letter to Stokes, 
gives the following as his reasons for 
his decision: — as tthe ted 

“That the proposed instrument clearly 
intends to interfere with interstate com- 
merce is made doubly clear by the ex- 
clusion of liquor for medicinal, scien- 
tific and mechanical purposes 

“At least part of the proposed instru- 
ment is legislative (as distinguished from 
constitutional in subject) and should not 
be placed on the ballot as a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

“The proposed instrument covered at 
least the subject matters: (1) The sale of 
intoxicating liquors in Missouri; (2) the 
manufacture of intoxicating liquors in 
Missouri; (3) the introducing of intox- 
icating liquors into Missouri from other 
states. This cannot be done in one single 
amednment to the Constitution.’’ 

In his letter the Secretary of State 
said there was time for submission of the 
question to the Supreme Court to have It 
decided before the election. 


Text of Amendment. 

The amendment submitted by initiative 
petitions, signed by more than 26,000 
voters, follows: 

Proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Missouri, 
to be submitted to the legal voters 
of the State of Missouri for their 
approval or rejection at the regular 
general election, to be held on the 
7th day of November, A. D. 1916, 
prohibiting the manufacture of, the 
introduction into, and the giving, 
exchanging, bartering, selling or 
disposal of intoxicating liquors in 
the State of Missouri, except for 
sacramental purposes, prescribing 
a penalty for the violatfdn thereof, 
and repealing all parts of the State 
Constitution, State and municipal 
laws in conflict therewith. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEO- 
PLE OF THE STATE OF MIS- 
SOURI: 

Section 1. From and after July 1, 
1917, no intoxicating liquor or liquors, 
except wine for sacramental pur- 
poses, shall be manufactured in, or 
introduced into the State of Missouri 
under any pretense. Every person 
who sells, exchanges, gives, barters 
or disposes of intoxicating liquor of 
any kind to any person in the State 
of Missouri, or who manufactures. 
introduces or attempts to introduce 
into the State of Missouri, intoxi- 
cating liquors of any kind, except 
wine as aforesaid for the purpose 
aforesaid, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished by a fine of not less 
than $300 nor more than $1000, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for 
not iess than six months nor more 
than 12 months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

All parts of the State Constitu- 

tion, laws of the State and munici- 
palities therein in conflict with the 
provisions of this section are hereby 
repealed. 
Stokes said over the telephone that 
legal advice had been obtained before 
the amendment was submitted and that 
he believed it to be legal. 
“The proposed amendment,” he said, 
“follows very closely the prohibition 
amendment voted on in Arizona several 
years ago and declared constitutional 
by the Arizona Supreme Court and the 
United States District Court in Los 
Angeles.”’ 


Attorney-General Not Consulted bv 
Roach on Amendment. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 21.—At- 
torney-General Barker today said 
Secretary of State Roach had not 
consulted him about the legal phases 

of the prohibition amendment. 

‘T was astonished when I read of 
his action,” the Attorney-General 
said. “I do not believe the letter 
sent to Stokes was written by Roach. 
The letter is tn legal phraseology and 
Roach is not a lawyer. Roach must 
have had the guidance of a lawyer in 
framing it.” 

Secretary of State Roach said the 
letter explained his position and that 
he would make no further statement.

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2,000 TROOPS IN 
REVIEW AT EL PASO 


Parade Through Streets Be- 
fore Gens. Bell and Clement. 


EL PASO, Tex., Sept. 21.—National 
guardsmen and regulars—26,000 of 
them in dust-stained khaki—swung 
through the streets of E] Paso and 
past a reviewing stand at Fort Bliss 


today in the first parade and review 
of an infantry division at full war 
strength ever held in the United 
States. Military men said also that 
a larger number of troops were in 
line than at any other time in the 
history of the country, with the ex- 
ception of the grand review in Wash- 
ington at the close of the Civil War, 
May 23 and 24, 1866. 

Tanned by service on the border, 
the brown-clad legions, cavalry, in- 
fantry, field artillery and auxiliary 
troops marched in an unbroken col- 
umn nearly 20 miles long, and which 
took about five hours to file past the 
stand in which Major-General Charles 
M. Clement, commanding the Penn- 
sylvania division, and Brigadier-Gen- 
eral George Bell Jr., commanding the 
El Paso military district, reviewed 
them. 

Participating in the review were 
troops from the regular army, from 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Kentucky, 
Ohio, South Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island and New Mexico, in all 
799 officers and 25,941 men. Eight 
thousand animals and 1000 vehicles, 
including ambulances, gun carriages 
and supply wagons, helped to make 
up the pageant.

the overworking of women in factories 
and declared that [f the time ever came 
when America should have to be de- 
fended by the sword he did not want 
the country’s legions to have been sacri- 
ficed in the machine shop, workshop and 
factory before the battle began. 

The dominant note in Secretary Bak- 

er’s sBeech was peace, as it was in the 
speech he delivered before the Business 
Men’s League at noon yesterday. There 
was prolonged cheering when Secretary 
Baker, after discussing the many phases 
of insurance, and some of the effects of 
the European war, said: 
“I wish I knew somewhere in the 
world some office to which I could go 
and take out a policy of insurance 
against the thing happening to America 
that is happening to Europe now.”

“When this war in Europe is over,” 
he said, “an office will be opened in 
which a policy will be taken out. New 
alignments and adjustments will be 
made in one of two ways—some vic- 
tor will put a map on the table, and 
with a pencil sharpened with the 
sword, will draw lines upon it, and 
say: ‘I will take this, and I will give 
that.to somebody else, and you, from 
whom Iam taking it, not being able 
to hold it by the sword, will have to 
brook the losing of it.’ 

“That is one way in which it can 
be made. There is no insurance pol- 
icy in that. That means a long train 
of bitter memories. It means separa- 
tion of people of the same race, lan- 
guage, religion, dynasties and adher- 
ence. It means artificial division 
among men and misunderstandings. 
That kind of a peace has no insur- 
ance policy of continuance, but is 
really a holding of hands until fresh 
equipment can be obtained to renew 
the struggle. 

“But there is another kind of peace 
that can be made, and that is a peace

Comedian Here on His Way Back | 
by Auto to New York and_, 
the Stage. 


De Wolf Hopper, comedian and elocu- 
tionist, was at Hotel Jefferson this 
mecrning, on an automobile journey from! 
Los Angeles, where he has been work- 
ing in* moving pictures, to New York. 
Hopper, who nearly immortalized him- 
self in ‘“‘Wang,’’ and still more nearly 
did so by his recitations of “Casey at 
the Bat,”’ told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he was through with the movies. 


He is beating back to the stage, while 
the beating still appears to be fairly 
gcod. He wishes to hear his own voice 
before the footlights, and to hear the 
grateful sound of applause, if it is only 
the applause of an efficient corps of 
ushers. Incidentally, he hopes to see 
some of the world’s series baseball 
games. 

“Oh, how giad I am that it ia all 
over with,’’ he exclaimed. ‘‘Acting in 
the streets, where one is followed by a 
giggling, jeering, taunting mob. In the 
country it was fine, like picnicking, but 
in the towns, how the fellows kidded 
me! 

Like Work in Factory. 

“Picturing is like working in a fac- 
tory,”’ he continued. ‘‘There ig no lying 
abed until noon. You are up with the 
sun. Then you take your dinner pail 
and set out for the picture factory. At 
noon we eat like other laborers, and 
when the whistle blows our eight-hour 
day is at an end. Then we trudge back 
home to the wife and little ones. 

“To one who has tasted the sweets of 
the profession this mannikin studio 
stuff is worse than hell, for it is a stu- 
dio of repression throughout, repression 
of the voice. It was awful for me, and I 
often went about my work cussing like 
a ventriloquist to maintain control of 
myself. 

“The human voice,” he went on, dra- 
matically, ‘“‘the greatest gift vouchsafed 
humanity; the gift of speech which lifts 
man above the animal kingdom, is lost 
in the pictures, and the artificiality of 
portraying thought without the aid of 
the voice palls upon the soul of the ex- 
perienced, actor. 

“Worst of all was the lack of the 
real sweets of the profession, that for 
which every actor yearns—applause. 
How we missed it after a particular 
piece of good work! How we longed 
for the demonstration of approval 
that never came! 

“In the role of Don Quixote, I re- 
sembled a skull. My makeup was 
positively ghastly, for there is no 
color; all is black and white in the 
pictures. 

Frightened Woman With Make-Up. 

“We filmed ‘Don Quixote’ at Santa 
Barbara, and it took us six weeks to 
find enough persons in sympathy with 
the undertaking to let us use their 


lawn and gardens. One day I mad@ 
up at the Hotel Potter. Now, I am 
not an Adonis at best, and you can 
imagine how I appeared in the char- 
acter of Cervantes’ knight of the sor- 
rowful countenance. I took a long 
cigar with me, and got into the ele- 
vator, intending to go to the base- 
ment and steal out the back way. 

“at the second floor an old lady, 
starting to get into the elevator, saw 
me and promptly fainted. In five 
minutes, every guest in the hotel was 
on the job with first-aid suggestions, 
while Don Quixote, who is supposed 
to be the helper of the _ distressed, 
stood there dumfounded.”

More than 2000 girls and boys of St. 


Louis and neighboring communities in 
Missouri and Illinois have this year ral- 


lied to the work of the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund in sav- 
ing the lives and safeguarding the 
health of poor babies. The children in 


most instances were actively aided and 
encouraged by their parents and many 


of their neighbors. Not a few direct in- 
dividual contributions have been made, 
although thesé have by no means been 
conspicuous during the campaign near- 
ing its close for the current year. 
Today’s addition to the fund is 50 
cents, from Gladys and Ruth Hescott of 
3920 Maffitt avenue, who, restrained by 
exacting school studies from any of the 


means of raising money employed by 
children in the vacation season, gave 
out of their own allowance 25c each, or 
enough to provide pure milk to one baby 
for a half week. 

St. Louis last year had the lowest 
rate of infant mortality of-any of the 
large centers of population in the Unit- 
ed States. This was continuance of 
progress that had been making for some 
years, and to which the work of the 
pure milk and free ice fund, made pos- 
sible largely through the co-operation 
of children, has had its part. 

Unless the milk and ice fund is lifted 
to the $5000 needed there must be a lim- 
itation upon its work for the remainder 
of the season. 

Children have led the way since the 
founding of the Post-Dispatch Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund a dozen years 
ago, and even now children are setting 
the example in direct contributions of 
cash, when there is no longer oppor- 
tunity because of their school tasks for 
them to organize and carry out benefit 
affairs.

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ARSON AT THE PENITENTIARY. 


The clubwomen of Kansas City demand an in- 
vestigation of the State penitentiary. They have 
called a mass meeting for Friday night to voice 
sentiment on Missouri’s deplorable prison condi- 
tions and to consider remedies. 

But how will they obtain at present an investi- 
gation that will accomplish anything? 

Outside of those interested in concealing the 
truth about the penitentiary, no authority exists 
that will conduct an effective inquiry. The Gov- 
ernor could authorize one, but an inquiry that. 
will overhaul penitentiary affairs and bring its 
secrets to light is just what those responsible for 
its policies do not want. 

Publicity is the thing they are fighting against 
most frantically. The press is barred. All other 
channels to exposure are blocked. 

However, an investigation is precisely what is 
most imperiously needed and with change in times 
and administration must come. The eight incen- 
diary fires within the prison walls in the last few 
months, causing the destruction of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of workshops, tools, machinery and 
other property, have a sinister significance which 
perhaps the public has failed to comprehend. 
Golden Rule prisons have no such appalling rec- 
ord of arson among fallen men in process of refor- 
mation. Wardens like Mr. Osborne cf Sing Sing 
are compelled to cope with no such ¢..raordinary 
and unnecessary problem. 


That series of fires which the effort of months 
has been unable to check evidences total disciplin- 
ary demoralization, convicts goaded to despera- 
tion by methods worse than unintelligent, collapse 
of reclamation effort, bankruptcy in executive 
and managerial capacity. 

These repeated incendiary acts within the insti- 
tution maintained for the preventing of crime are, 
of course, criminal offenses. That fact might 
give a grand jury in Cole County furisdiction to 
undertake an investigation. But could a grand 
jury be summoned at the capital that would be 
courageous enough to make the thoroughgoing, 
penetrating, searing investigation which the people 
of the State demand?

Whether Secretary of State-Roach has the pow- 
e1 to debar the prohibition amendment from the 
ballot and whether his opinion as to its conflict 
with the Federal Constitution is correct are 
questions for decision by the Supreme Court of 
the State. Mr. Roach has acted courageously on 
his opinion of the amendment and his power; he 
refers to decisions sustaining him and invites ap- 
peal to the court. 
Whether the court sustains him on appeal if 
it is made—there {s substance in his points—he 
has done a good public service in calling atten- 
tion to the drastic nature of the amendment. It 
is drawn in the fury of the spirit of fanaticism. 
The act forbids the manufacture, introduction 
or attempt to introduce liquor into the State. It 
forbids giving as well as exchanging, bartering 
or disposing of intoxicating liquors. It imposes 
penalties of fines from $300 to $1000 or imprison- 
ment for from six months to a year, or both, for 
violations of these inhibitions. 
The amendment is legislation stretched to the 
last extremity. If it is not in conflict with the 
Federal Constitution it is wholly impractical and 
bears within itself the seed of disorder and fail- 
ure. It would be futile to attempt to enforce 
such a law and the result would be chaos in 
which liberty would suffer violence and order 
would become a byword.

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THE DEATH RATE AND WILSON. 

Vital statistics disclose for last year the low- 
est death rate ever known in this country. Had 
this occurred under a Republican administration 
it would make good campaign material.

GET OFF THE EARTH. 

Prof. Carl von Batocki, brother of the German 
food-distribution chief, and ordinary professor of 
economics at the University of Posen, paints a lu- 
gubrious picture of conditions after the great 
war. He says in part, according to the Breslauer 
eonntagsblatt: 

With the diminution of European production 
during three years (for all agree that it will 
be three years), the earth will be no place for 
the man who lives from hand to mouth. Eu- 
rope will need more food and other materials 
than the balance of the world will be able to 
furnish, and support hér own. It is a simple 
mathematical proposition: the producers of 
the world do not exceed three hundred million. 
One hundred of these three have become non- 
producing, and that during three years. What 
more natural than that the price of the neces- 
saries should advance from one to 600 per cent? 
Eventually, of. course, Europe will have to 
adopt the higher wage scale of other conti- 
nents; but the transition will take time And 
meanwhile the poor will wend their way to 
the almshouses, and the rich, -having become 
poor from taxation and other burdens, will 
follow in their wake. Then who will support 
the almshouse? 

The professor points out that already prices 
were soaring in neutral countries, “in anticipation 
of the coming demand.” Already the poor men, 
the employed in those countries, “were gloomily 
peering into a hopeless future.” 

No doubt the general psychie condition, top- 
ically surrounding the professor, colors conditions 
very dark before his eyes. While there can be 
little argument about the “stone-wall ahead,” yet 
the world has always managed to adjust itself to 
existing emergencies, and will do so in future. 
The Diogeneses, with their petty tapers, see only 
shadows ahead; but the sun dispels the night- 
terrors.

Such hard thinking was bound to have 
its reward. The Rajah succeeded in get- 
ting his idea, and he convened all the 
Princes, chiefs and priests. 

‘Last night,’ said he, “‘the spirit of 
our great fire mountain, our Gunong 
Agong, appeared to me and told me 
that I must go to its peak, where I shall 
leagn something of great importance to 
us all.’”’ 

When the Rajah reached the mountain 
base, he told his retinue to wait there 
while he ascended alone. He went up a 
little way till he was out of sight; then 
he lay down in the concealment of a 
rock and had a long, sweet sleep. 

He slept so long that the waiting peo- 
ple felt sure the great spirit must have 
something immensely important to say 
to him.

It Will Be, He Tells Milwau- 
kee Audience. 


VIEWS ON AMERICANISM 


Declares Underwood Tariff Must 
Be Repealed as Sure Basis 
for Prosperity. 


MILWAUKEBR, Wis., Sept. 2.—With 
a population comprising nearly © per 


cent of German descent, this city gave 
@ rousing welcome to Charlies -£. 
Hughes last night. In some respects 
he had the most complimentary greet- 
ing he has received since his nomina- 
tion. 

There was an imposing reception com- 
mittee on hand to greet him, a band 
and hundreds of shouters, who fell in 
behind the Hughes automobile and made 
a noisy démonstration as the candidate 
proceeded to the Hotel Pfister. 

Only one incident marred the wel- 
come. As Hughes made his way to an 
automobile at the station a man dresse1 
as Uncle Sam called loudly to him 
through a megaphone and directed his 
attention to a billboard upon which ap- 
peared in large letters: 

‘Mr. Hughes! Answer tonight! What 
would you have done if you were in 
Wilson’s place?” 

But Hughes was plainly delighted 
with the enthusiasm of the audience of 
10,000 or more that gathered to hear him 
in the auditorium. 


Touches on Americanism. 
The nominee outlined his attitude to- 
ward the protection of American rights 
as follows: : 

“I propose that we shall protect and 
enforce American rights on land and 
gea without fear and unflinchingly with 
respect to American lives, American 
property and American commerce. We 
have no unstated policies, no secret un- 
derstandings, no intrigues. We stand 
four-squared to the world, representing 
the United States and its interests and 
its interests alone, first, last and all the 
time.”’ 

Hughes’ reference to Aspestalin rights 
was contained in a speech in which he 
made reply. one by one, to what he 
termed Democratic claims for having 
aided business, and outlined the Repub- 
lican program. In so doing he dealt 
chiefly with subjects discussed in Prest- 
dent Wilson’s speech of acceptance. 

The shipping bill was characterized as 
‘‘a menace the sooner removed the bet- 
ter. The Underwood tariff ie called 
a measure ‘‘that must be undone if we 
are to have a sure basis of prosperity 
in this country.’’ 

He reiterated that the anti-trust law, 
instead of being clarified by definition, 
had been made “‘more uncertain.”’ 

“I must say,”” he declared, referring 
to the Democratic party, “after having 
read several of their statements, that 
théy are the most wonderful phrase- 
makers on record.’’ 


Republicans Supplied Material. 

The Federal reserve act, the nominee 
said, far from being a Democratic meas- 
ure pure and simple, was taken in a 
great part from material supplied by a 
Republican commission and a draft of a 
Republican bill. 

“Whatever salvation from panic we 
have had thus far’ was due to the en- 
lightened foresight —f the Republican 
party,’’ Highes said, “in connection with 
the extension of the Aldrich act during 
the threatened finafhcial depression in 
the early days of the European war. 

The child labor law, Hughes said, 
failed to protect many hundred tho- 
sand children at work in various states 
under Democratic administration. 

“Our opponents claim to have emanci- 
pated children,” he said. “They have 
not emancipated children.

-ness’ which they call an ald to business, 
but which has been so serious a blow 
to business; I mean the tariff formu- 
lated {n 1913, which removed the proper 
protection needed for the development 
of American industry. I have said that 
abuses had to a large degree been cor- 
rected.

“Tt showed on the part of the Presi- 
dent the disposition to exalt the import- 
ance of domestic politics over our for- 
eign policy, and I regret to say that 
this furnishes the clew to the record 
of mistakes that can be fairly charged 
to the present administration in that 
branch of our national affairs which the 
world war has made the most import- 
ant. 

“After the sinking of the Lusitania 
and the unlawful drowning of 10 Amer- 
icans, the delay of the administration 
in bringing the sharp issue with Ger- 
many to‘a head’ has exposed this coun- 
try to the charge of weakness and vacil- 
lation. 

“It was the duty of the President to 
withhold action until a reasonable time 
was given for a clear perception of the 
issue by the American people.

“If within one month after the Lusi- 
tania tragedy avowal or disavowal had 
been exacted from Germany, as it was 
later, by a threat of severance of diplo- 
matic relations in case of avowal, we 
should have been in a much better posi- 
tion than we are today. The proneness 
of. the administration to write a note 
well and appropriately phrased, and to 
deem the incident closed, has exposed 
the nation to ridicule.

Seabury Declares ecavesivn, 
Vote Polled Portends His 
Election as Governor. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21L.—Late returns 
from Tuesday’s primary contest shows 
definitely not only the success of Gov. 
Whitman over Judge Seabury in tte con- 
test for the Progressive nomination for 
Governor, but a victory for W. M. Cal- 
der over Robert Bacon for the Repub- 
lican senatorial nomination. 

The greatest interest was manifested in 
the contest between Gov. Whitman and 
Judge Seabury for the indorsement of 
the 46,000 citizens who were enrolled in 
1915 as Progressives and of whom less 
than 50 per cent availed themselves of 
the privilege accorded them for express- 
ing their personal preferences between 
the Republican and Democratic candi- 
dates.
